THE DEAF GIVE A BALL— IT IS A 
PRETTY AFFAIR, AND HIGHLY 
ENJOYABLE. 



The following account is from a 
Syracuse evening paper: 

The deaf-mutes of Syracuse and 
their friends tianced at Andrews 
Hall, in West Onondajia Street las! 
evening. It was (he first ball of the 
Syracuse Deaf-Mutes' Social Club, 
and it was a very enjoyable affair. 
There were nl)out fifty couples 
on the floor, and they kept step to 
the music of the orchestra wilh 
every bit as much gra<e as those 
who have lost no faculties. 

The innsie was provided more out 
of courtesy to their friends and also 
lo give lone to the afT.iir, rather 
than for any iii%«><?— i^,»..t.— ;!ve muti-s 
had for it. They danced just as 
well without it. Sometimes it hap- 
pened that those in the farther end 
of the hall would keep on dancing 
after the orche.stra had played tbe 
number. Then one of the floor 
comniitlee would rush up and i:iforin 
them that the orcheslia wasn't 
working. It was one of the 
iinporlant duties of the floor com- 
mittee lo keep the mutes posted 
when intermission came. 

The prize waltz was the feature of 
the ball. It was participated in by 
ten c tuples. The judges were 
Prof. E. H. Nelson, of Rome Insti- 
tution for Deaf-Miiles, and James 
Murphy of this city. The fist prize 
was won by Frank O. Lee, of Bald- 
winsville, and Miss Malnd Hannon 
of this city. The other prizes were 
awttixled bj* lot. 

The Deaf-Mutes' Social Club has 
a membership of fourteen. It was 
organized in Novenibet of last year. 
The officers are: President, J. H. 
Geary; Secretary, E. T.-^Iurphy; 
Tn-asurer, G. D. Connor. The floor 
committee of the ball comprised 
Thomas Hrnnner, Ellsworth A. 
Brown, James Dinginan, Fred 
Kostwr, J. Lewis Keller and John F. 
Keller. 

It is not so many yeai-s ago that 
deaf-mutes were classed as idiiUs. 
In the programme of last evening's 
ball there was a paragraph telling 
of the wonderful progress made by 
the deaf in the last century. 

In the year 1801 there were four 
schools for the deaf in I he world, 
France, Germany, England and 
Scotland each had one. The two 
lattir were piivaie schooKs, m.-iinly 
for the rich and i)owerful. A few 
individuals had been instructed liy 
benevolent men in Spain, Italy and 
Sweden, but the deaf children of 
the common people were neglected 
and despised. In the common law 
they weie clas.sod wilh idiots and 
the people generally believed them 
such. 

To-day in every country then* 
are public schools for the deaf, and 
the number of e<liicated deaf men 
and women is in the tens of thou- 
sands. They are engaged in all the 
varied employnienis of human 
activity in which the sense of hear- 
ing is not absolutely essential. 
There are deaf tea<'liers, ministers, 
artists, sculptors, chemists, authors, 
editors and inventors. Even deaf 
lawyers, anil strangest of all, deaf 
poetw, have l^ccii lairly succe.s.sful 
in fields which would seem to be for- 
bidden, in the iiuluslries there is 
scarcely a varieiy of employment 
ill which they do not excel. 

There an' at pret,ent in llu> United 
States and Canada 112 schools (or 
the deaf, coniaiiiin;; altout 13,000 
pupils, who are instructed by 1,600 



teachers. In New York State there 
are eight institutions where the deaf 
are taught at the expense of the 
State. These schools contain about 
2,000 pupils, at an annual expense 
to the State of half a millon dollars. 
In no other country are the deaf 
belter provided for than in the Unit- 
ed States, and New York State stands 
Excelsior in this benevolent work.

■low NlHi« Pencil* Ar« iVIade. 

Slate pencils were formerly all 
cut from slate just as it is dug from 
the earth. Pencils so made were 
objected to on account of the grit 
which they contain. To overcome 
this difficulty, says the London 
Engineer, Col. D. M. Stewawl 
devised an ingeniolts priicess by 
which the slate is ground to a vei*y 
fine powder, all grit and foreign 
substances remove«l and the powder 
Ixdted through silk cloth, much in 
the same manner as flour is bolted. 
The powder is then maile into a 
douirit and the dough is subjecte<l to 
a very heavy hydraulic pressure, 
which presses the pencils out the 
required shape antl diameter, but 
in lengths of about three feet. 
While yet soft, the pencils 
are cut into the desired lengths 
and set out to dry in the 
open air. After they are thor- 
oughly dry, the peuciWj are placed 
in steam baking kilns, where they 
receive the proper temper.

.Vlakoa Hrave Men Cowarda. 



It has been pioved that the 
comparatively harmless Iwmtiard- 
ing, so far as wounos are con- 
cerned, of a liesieged town, is terri- 
bly demoralizing to the bravest 
men. 

When a shell bursts near a group 
of 20 men it may kill one and wound 
two, while the remaining 17 escape 
without a scratch. It will be found, 
however, that many of these are 
never the same men again. No 
matter how iron nerved they were 
before, they are now irresolute and 
timid, and all their faculties are 
weakened. Very often Ibey are 
jeere<l at liy theircoiurades because 
of this change. But this is utterly 
unjust, in fact, their brain and 
spinal cord have been injureil by 
being violently shaken against the 
walls of their Iwny cavities. 

The same thing occurs in railway 
collisions. People who were robust 
become quite feeble and nervous, 
though they may not have received 
a scratch. 

This curious state in the ease of 
soldiers iswell recognize<l by doctors 
under the name of the mental in- 
jurieaof expliMiives. The injuries are 
really quite as physical as a shatter- 
etl leg, for they consist of a kind of 
bruising of the delicate tissues of the 
spinal cord and brain.

So much has lieen said anl writ- 
ten for and against thi-* pel holiby 
of c^Mtain individuals «ho wheedle 
themselves into believing they have 
the interests of tin* deaf at hemt, 
that perhaps what wo have to say 
on llie suliject may nol be new or 
tirigitial, but it may ptissi'iiy help 
to stir up some sluggish mind by 
way of remeinbraiice. 

What would the deaf do without 
their beloved language, which is 
almost merit antl think to them ';' 
Take the average half-educated 
deaf i»er«on away from his own kind 
and see what he becomes Then 
again, to fjiiole airtiier argument, 
how would it look for a minixler to 
uet up befoi'e his deaf audience and 
lal)orif)Usly spell out his sermon on 
the fingers, (ir speak tirally, [iroviiJ- 
ed, of course, he trouhls peak. 

This reminds us of an amusing 
incident which occurred in ChitjHgo 
last Fall. Superintendent Doliyns, 
of the Mississippi School, was at 
the Methodist Church, one Sunday, 
and was called upon to make a few 
remarks to the deaf. Imnginc 
everybody's surprise, (intdiiding 
that of theininister in chaige,) when 
.Mr. Dobyns commenced si)eak 
ing orally. Finding that nobody 
in the audienci; of seventy-five or 
more understood him, he then re- 
sortetl to signs, remarking with a 
smile and merry twinkh- in his eye, 
"that he was just trying ft) test 
their profi(Menf!y in lip-readini.', ami 
their inability to understand him 
was gootl proof that after all signs 
were best for the tieaf." 

We have never met but <ine 'leaf 
[lerson who was prejudiced against 
the sign language, and he was an 
out and out oralist, probably too 
stupid tf) make an effort to master 
the signs; perhap that is why he so 
ungraciously diilibcd thiin monkey- 
shines." Yet this same rude person 
was unahle to make himstdf intelligi- 
ble, and was forced as a last resort to 
use pad and pencil, when inquiring 
for a certain young la ly at the 
house of a hearing friend, who was 
perfectly familiar with the peculiari- 
ties of a deaf per-on's srnee. 
How much more ludicrous is it to 
sit before a lady with mouth opjii 
to itjs widest extent, as if he had 
serious intentions of swallowing tiie 
whole room, and rejjfat a sentence 
over ami over again in a vain effort 
It} make hitnself understood. It is 
eiiougii to make evert the " gods and 
little fishes" laugh. If this is a 
specimen of oralism, may heaven 
deliver us from any m-«ie of tlieinl 
How much more refinetl it is to 
sit talking quietly- in signs or with 
Ihe finger alplialiet, without attract- 
ing undue attention in public. W'- 
make no reference to the uncouth 
fl.:urft of a half-educated pei'.«on, 
s^vinging his arms in wiltl gyrn- 
nasilc exercises, trying to ex(»ress 
himself in violent gesticiibitions 
and unnecessary facial cofiU^rtions 
He is to Im- pitied, not condemned 
Here in our own city, there is a 
tiriiiht deHf girl who attended 
s<*luM^I at the Slate Insfjtulion for 
one term and was placed in an oral 
class, but she ol)slinately refuses to 
return, betjanse to u.se tier tiwn 
words, "they wouldn't teaeli me 
the signs." As is well known, most 
of thoxe educati-'l in oral schoul.w 
are anxious to master the lanaiiage 
after leaving schiad, taking to it as 
naturally as " ducks to water" It 
is a usele.^s task to deprive tlo' 
deaf of what comes natural to 
them, if the privilege is di-nied 
thein at school, they will rn^vertlie- 
h-ss learn it just as soon as thej 
are free from the restraint of leach- 
eis. We have never known the 
sign language U) be a tieiriment to 
higher education ; it may be, ihat 
others like t)urself feel that they 
are not fully as ,capal>le of as- 
similating knowledge or giving 
expression to their thoughts as 
easily as if they retained full com- 
mand of all the five senses. But 
that surely cannot be laid at the 
door of the sign langi;age, it In 
rather the fault of the illness from 
which the lossof hearing resulted. 
Take our own case an an ex- 
ample ; becoming deaf at the age of 
ten, we were sent to the State In- 
stitution to finish our stii'lies, hav- 
ing prcvioirsly attended the public 
schools at home. 

We w^Tc placed in a class where 
signs, finger-s|ielling and writing, 
were used exclusively, but for a 
half hour everj' d ly tUtmn who so 
rlesired and could Sf>enk fairly 
well, were permitted lo spend it in 
the arliculation class. Tlii.s half 
hour's practice doubllesN prevent- 



ed us from losing complete control 
of our voi(!e and helped to correct 
our pronunciation, liiit that is all 
any deaf person can e«pect to gain 
even in anjoral schools; in fact, we 
have met not a few orally taught 
deaf whocouhl not make themstdves 
intellifzible to our hearing friends. 
Mind: we say our friends, not 
theirs. l?ecaii.sc a person can reail 
the motion of one ia>r.son's lip.s, it 
does not follow that he is aide to 
understand every ptrson with 
whom he comes in contact. From 
persoanal experience, we firnl it 
comparatively easy to comprehend 
some people, while in others, it is 
almosi impossible to grasp a worrl 
of what they say; of course, it 
generally depends upon the way a 
person S|'"aks. We are considered 
a fair lip reader, and have no 
ditTiculty whatever in making oui- 
self umierHtood (!ven by strangers, 
though we arc donlilleHsno extteptioii 
to others who poss-ss the peeiiliari 
ties of voiee chanicierislic of the 
totally deaf. No matter how highly 
educated a deaf person may be, he 
can u>e his voice only lo a certain 
extern ; the deaf can nevir la* whollj' 
restored to socii ly in the fullest 
sense of the term. ■ ,, .■ 

We associate witTi- the hearing 
public, a great ileal, so we can speak 
Irom personal exfterierice. There 
is always that longing lo be with 
tht)se of our own kind, and we 
actually believe if we ha<l to choose 
between th«! two, we would give up 
our voice — thoiigb it has done iis a 
i;ood turn more than once — but 
never, nevr the beloved signs. 
The rejfler must not ascribe these 
little personal details to any paltiy 
feeling of gratified vanity, we 
merely {!ite Ihem to show that after 
all the sign languaue is the survival 
of the fittest. We usually find it 
"an awful bore" lo carry on a 
conversation with a deaf person 
ignorant of the sign language — the 
fact, is, we never tlo it if it (;an be 
avoided. Their conversation isoften 
a perfect Babylonish jargon to our 
bewildeiid br-ain. In conclusion, 
let us (piote from the learned 
I)liriiseolo:.'y of the poets: —

For instance, there is golch n 
haired Pat, who lik(;s to see herstdf 
in print, and who was .so ver-y fool- 
ish as to think that jirst because 
"Smith" failed I o rnake her that 
expected offer of marriage, that 
Piiti Sing was the tavoretl one, and 
uttered all sorts of foolish IhiuL's in 
congratitlaiing us prernaliin ly. 
For pity's sake, Pat, what do you 
take us for? Surely you don't 
think we would ever think of ae- 
eejitiiig such a roundabout offet 
fro.n "Smith,"— he and I would 
never agree, for he would be ever- 
la-'tin^ly picking faults, and al- 
though like a certain comit! charac- 
ter in Dickens' " David C -pirer- 
field," " we are so very 'uinlde," 
yet we cannot with any degretf of 
equanimitv bear unfritMidly or un- 
just criticism. Alio in |iIaceof 
the lender kiss " Pat,"<lear, we pre- 
fer the Indian's nto^jt of salutation 
^rulibing nos<'s 

But still, " Pat" is the posse.ssorof 
a very brilliant mind, and although 
if we rnis'ake not, she is a product 



History but repeats itself, and 
most of the gieaf literary lights of 
Ihe itrescnt time are but echoes of 
ancient writers, only repeating in a 
more concise and trondensed form 
the literary ftrtiducts of a past gcuie- 
ration in which other witsshiiKid. 

We never made any pn^tensions 
to lieing a heaven-born genius, like 
Pat or Smith, but then we never 
hid the advantau'cs they had to do 
something splendiil, to broaden our 
life and make a career for ourself.

John Warner, who is a deaf and 
dumb yiung man of whom the 
police had no knowledge, pleaded 
guilty in tho Police Station to the 
larceny of a watch, the property of 
Samuel Cohen, and was sentenced 
by Justice Wii-ks to sixty 
(lays in jail.

William Stone, .fr., is a mute, has been 
mssing from his home. 15'i() Hituer Street, 
Mond 'y eveiiinsj and his parents are afraid 
that some liarm has overtook him. .Stone 
is 'i5 years old, but looks younger and is 
somewhat feeble miu''-' 

On Tui'Sdny mo. , !,,.„;■ n jounK lady saw 
a man in Manayunk wnoni she took to be 
William Stone riding in a cart going to- 
ward Norristowu. One of Stone'.s peeuli- 
arities was a fondness for riding in wagons. 
On hearing this his parents at once notified 
the Norristowu police to watch for him. 

When he disappeared, Stone woro black 
cutaway coat, black trousers and and vest 
and black <lerl)y hat, brown shirt and no 
overco'it : he wes sniooth-sluiven, has 
very black hair and is five feet eight inciies 
tall. 

We have woi been able to learn 
anything more about Stone, but be- 
lieve that he wil eventually turn 
up. We have had casi's just like^ 
his before, aed thoy all eatno up to 
the stirfact< in time. This case has 
so man.v peculiarities that the search 
oimhl lo lie successful before long, 
unless the fellow is out of reach of 
our police ot too far away. 

An unknown j)arty sent us a 
postiiit, last week, with iiifonniition 
lo tlio following cff'Ct, which we 
hope is reliable: — 

"A deal-mule, Harry Kowsky, 
of this city, tried to join the U. S 
.Marino Cot ps about a week ago, 
ami, while having his examinations, 
he p;;sso(l them all excoiit Ihe 'last 
one, and then he w.-is not allowed to 
join the Navy." 

The writer signs him.self J. M.

We would very much like 
to hear more about this case, and,

Not the first time in five years, 
or since thoSuperinfcndency of Mr. 
J. W. Jones began, death has 
entered the institution, not only 
once, but thrice within twenty-four 
hours, and carried off two of its 
pupils. The double affliction causes 
gloom .and sorrow over all, for surely 
the hand of the Lord has dealt 
heavily upon the house. May he 
spare us with the taking off of 
any more. 

The first victim was Francis 
Hupp, iu his last year at school, a 
raemt'or of the Senior Class of the 
High School. On the I3tli, he was 
seized with the now prevailing 
malady, Grippe. This turned into 
pneumonia and typhoid fever. 
Every thing was done for the 
patient that could be done, in the 
way of medical altendanls and 
nursing. One of the best physicians 
of the city, Dr Rankin, was called 
in for consultation with the regular 
Institution doctor, and tw(» trained 
nurses aided the regulai nurses. 
.\ll was in vain, however. The end 
came Monday morning, five min- 
utes after one clock. His father 
was with him at the time of death. 
The reinaius were placed in a 
pearly whire casket, atul in the B 
Center at 7:;50, the entire househ(dd 
look a last look of their friend and 
schoolmate. The body was sent to 
his late home. Barton, Belmont 
County, on the 8:30 Baltimore A 
Ohio train for burial. 

The deceased lost his hearing 
from catarrah at tho age of two 
y»>ais. He entered the Institution 
as a pupil September, 1889 He 
had a sunny disposilion, was 
earnest in his endeavors to learn 
.and was a friend of everybody 
who knew liim 

The .second death of the day was 
that of Ida Hoffman, a bright little 
child that entered Ihe Institution 
as a pupil last Fall. She died at 
five minutes to four in the after- 
noon, from the effeors of croup and 
laryngitis. The best medical at 
tendance and nursing were given 
the little sufferer, t)ut they proved 
unavailing. Her father and an 
aunt were present when the final 
summons came. The remains 
wore sent homo Ihe next morning 
for burial, accompanied by her fa- 
ther, aunt -viid sister, the latter also 
a pupil, who entered the Institution 
last Fall. 

A |)ostal card from Mr. Collins 
Sawhill, of Braddock, dated Pitts- 
buig. Pa., January 22d, stated 
that he was then on bis way to 
Mansfield, Ohio, to attend the fun- 
eral of his uncle, William Sawhill, 
who had died the day previous, of 
heart failure and dropsy 

William Sawhill was born at 
Taylorstown, Pa , January 25th, 
1827, and at the time ofhisdeatli 
lacked three days of being 75 yoais 
old. He (Mrtered the Institution 
here in 1840, remaining five years, 
that being the limit then allowed 
Horatio N. Hubbell was then the 
Superintendent. He had a twin 
brother, Joseph, who also was a 
puj)il here then. 

Mr. Sawhill was married Novem 
ber 2d, 1854, to Miss Amelia Mooio, 
and the union was blessed with 
seven sons and two daughters, all of 
whom are living except two. One 
of the children, a deaf-mule is .Mr. 
Ike Sawhill, of Seville, O., famous 
as the IndepeiMlvnts catcher 1875 — 
78. Farming had been Mr. Saw- 
hill's occupation most of the time 
after leaving .school, and he was su<'- 
ce.s8ful at it, so much so that he was 
able to retire about eleven years 
ago and enjoy his old asre in» rest 
and peace. His wife is still living, 
.'ind we hav(^ met them l)oth severiil 
times at our reunions. One by one 
our old-time alumni ai'e joining 
that As.s(M'iafiou of Heaven.
